A propo.sed statemen t on labor 
laxx’s asserts “xv’e will n o^ permit 
the reaction ary open -shop employ­ 
ers of America an d their legislative 
spokesmen to substitute for d emo­ 
cratic labor relation s laxvs the law 
of the .jun gle.” 
Y ith much of their firexvorks 
alread y explod ed , the con ven tion 
received 43 resolution s from the 
committee an d began the ted ious, 
task of read in g an d passin g them.
